Charles Francis Greville (1749-1809), well known on account of 
his liaison with Emma Hart, afterwards Lady Hamilton, was the 
second son of the First Earl of Warwick and Elizabeth Hamilton, 
Lady Warwick, who was a daughter of Sir Archibald Hamilton. | 
He was a nephew of Sir William Hamilton, who was. his mother’s 
brother. This picture and those following come from the house in 
which Greville lived at Milford Haven, which originally belonged to 
Sir William Hamilton’s first wife and which was given or left by him 
to Lady Mansfield, his niece. Lady Mansfield, second wife of Lord 
Stormont, daughter of Lord Cathcart and Jane Hamilton (sister of 
Sir William Hamilton) was created Countess of Mansfield in her 
own right after her husband’s death, because he pre-deceased his 
uncle. She was step-mother of Lady Elizabeth Finch Hatton and 
married, secondly, the Hon. Robert Fulke Greville, brother of Charles 
Francis Greville. Robert Fulke Greville’s second daughter Louisa 
married the Rev. D. Heneage Finch Hatton, grandfather of the 
present owner, and thus the descent of the picture to the present 
owner’s family is accounted for. 

The picture is recorded, but from the. mezzotint only, in Ward & 
Roberts, Romney, vol. ii. page 65, with reference to the probable sit- 
tings for the picture which are recorded in the 1781-1788 Diaries, the 
artist having apparently spelt the names of the sitters variously 
Grenville, Greville or Grinwell. Messrs. Ward & Roberts think that the 
Mr. Greville referred to in 1787 probably is the Hon. Charles Francis.
